Unlikely Weapon fer a Woman, 

“ A woman would have been unlikely 
to be in possession of such @ weapon, 
but she could have fired it. - Any woman 
that had shot: one before could ‘have 
used. it.’’ 

The fact that the cartridge had been 
ejected and was found in. the room in- 
dicated that_the weapon used was an 
automatic, which. ejects the. cartridge 
after every~ shot. Had the murderer 
used a revolver it Would have required 
a special action on his part to throw out 
the one shell. He would not have been 
likely to deliberately plant the clew, 
indefinite though {ft is. ‘Why a murder- 
er who was apparently so circumspect 
in all other particulars did not bother 
to’pick up the shell and carry it away 
is usiexplained; -except en the ‘theory 
that ‘after the Killing his one thought 
was to escape without delay. The shell 
was found on the floor in a corner of 
the room near the fireplace. . Just when 
the shot was fired is. not known. 

** We have questioned the two painters 
who were said to have heard the shot 
while at work in the adjoining build- 
ing,"’ said Mr. Joyce, *‘ and they did not 
hear it.

Rejane 
famous French actress, ts dead. 
In February ef this year Mme. Rejane 
Was. awarded the red ribbon -of the 
Legidn of Honor. Presentation was made 
at a luncheon given in her honor in the 
fintre Hall of the Theatre Rejane, 
owned by. the © actress. The gathering 
Was attended by. President ro 6 
and many persons prominent in ch 
political. and social life: : 

Mme. Rejane was. born at Paris in 1857 
and made her debut.in 1875, 
Mme . Rejane's performances in 
‘‘ Madame sans Gene’’ in 1893 .made 
her as well known in England and the 
United ‘States.as she was in Paris, and 
in later years she appeared in character- 
istic .parts in both ‘countries; being 
particularly successful in “ Zaza’ and 
* La Passerelle. a7 — 


Madame Ralane, who, next. to Sarah 
Bernhardt, was .probably more famous 
than’ any French actress of her time; 
was. born Gabrielle Reju, in Paris. in 
1857, the daughter of a comedian, after- 
wards manager of the Ambigu Theatre, 
and niece of the once famous actress, 
Mme. Naptal-Arnault. She was ‘this 
brought up in the most favorable at- 
mosphere for the development of her 
histrionic talents..
